The man who buys a gold 


brick or the Brooklyn bridge 
is an object for general rid- 
icule. He just ought to know 
better. 


The b r i d g e player who 


doesn't know what his part- 
ner is trying to tell him is 
likely to go wrong but his 
errors aren't a matter for 
ridicule. There are some sit- 
uations in bridge that only 
well developed expert part- 
nerships can handle. 


A well developed 
expert 


partnership would have no 
trouble setting South's four- 
spade contract. He would 
wheel it in against almost 
any other pair. 


East should play the 10 of 


clubs at trick one. In theory 
this w o u l d be showing a 
doubleton club, but in that 
case South would hold six. 
That is so unlikely that West 
should have no trouble real- 
izing that his partner is try- 
ing to t e l l him something 
else. 


When the hand was actual- 


ly played, West read that 10- 
spot as a suit preference sig- 
nal and shifted to a heart 
whereupon a grateful South 
rattled off 11 tricks. 


West should have thought

Please tell me what 
refined foods are and just 
how do they affect the colon.

other fattening foods. I am

you still are—not after you 
have already lost your youth 
and your health. 


Cakes and candy are good 


examples of refined foods. 
Generally, refined foods re- 
fers to sugar which is a re- 
fined product leaving almost 
nothing but pure carbohy- 
drate w i t h o u t 
minerals, 


roughage or vitamins. White 
flour has had the husk and 
germ of the wheat removed 
and even though it is en- 
riched by vitamins to the 
point that 
it 
usually 
has 


more vitamins than the orig- 
inal wheat, it still has lost a 
lot of the roughage quality 
that 
comes 
with 
normal 


wheat grain. Cake flour is 


often much worse, being de- 
void of many of the vitamins 
that 
normally occur 
with 


wheat. 


Refined foods are items 


which are made principally 
of refined sugar, syrups, and 
other concentrated 
sweets. 


This also 
includes m o s t 


bread. 


The roughage foods that 


most people should eat in- 
clude the vast array of good 
wholesome vegetables and 
fruit. 
This 
also 
includes 


whole grain products like 
oatmeal, cracked wheat, and 
other whole cereal products. 


The refined foods without 


bulk lead to constipation, ir- 
ritable colon, colitis and on 
a world-wide epidcmiologi- 
cal analysis constitutes a 
major portion of the diet of 
those people 
who have a 


higher incidence of cancer of 
the colon. We do know that 
eating more roughage, which 
again 
includes vegetables, 


fruits and whole grain cere- 
als, is very helpful in re- 
lieving the common problem 
of constipation and irritable 
colon in many people. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Are gela- 


tin tablets fattening? I am 
taking them for nails and 
hair, 
but 
will discontinue 


usage if they create a weight 
problem. 


Dear Reader—Gelatin tab- 


lets have very few calories 
because they contain no fat 
or sugar. You would have to 
take an awful lot to signifi- 
cantly increase your caloric- 
intake.

"We've had a 
slow start, 


true, but we're not over the hill 
yet," said Paul Blair after his 
three hits helped the Orioles 
beat the Texas Rangers 7-2 Fri- 
day night. 


Their second straight triumph 


lifted the Orioles barely over 
the .500 mark, a most unlikely 
position for them considering 
two world champions and four 
pennant-winners in the last six 
years. Their current stature is 
second place in the American 
league East, two games behind 
the Detroit Tigers.

I/eague games, the Cleveland 
Indians defeated the Minnesota 
Twins 7-1; the Boston Red Sox 
beat the California Angels B-5 
in a rain-shortened six-inning 
game; the Kansas City Royals 
topped the New York Yankees 
1-0; the Oakland A's crushed 
Detroit 10-5 and the Chicago 
White Sox turned back the Mil- 
waukee Brewers 3-2. 


The Orioles took advantage of 


four Texas errors and 
nine 


walks to give Mike Cuellar only 
his third victory in eight deci- 
sions, a sub-par record for the 
constant 20-game winner. His 
bad start mirrors the Orioles' 
slow early pace. 


Blair's three hits included a 


double in the fourth inning that 
provided the eventual winning 
run. After his first-inning single 
contributed to a two-am rally, 
Blair doubled home Don Buford 
from first base to give the Ori- 
oles a 3-1 lead. 


The Baltimore center fielder 


also tripled to lead off the third 
inning in his 3-for-5 night, but 
was left stranded, one of 13 the 
Orioles left on base.
